Heartless thieves grabbed a charity 
box aimed at raising funds for a 
Leatherhead organisation caring for 
injured and orphaned wildlife. 

Staff at a veterinary practice in 
Streatham were “devastated” after the 
Wildlife Aid Foundation collection tin 
was swiped from reception. 

The Wildlife Aid Foundation is famous 
from the television series ‘Wildlife SOS’ 
which has millions of viewers tuning-in 
internationally on Discovery Channel’s 
Animal Planet.

Staff noticed that it was missing on the 
evening of Tuesday, February 27 and 
think someone must have snuck in off 
the street and taken it. 

Julie also volunteers for the Wildlife 


Aid Foundation at the weekends alongside 
Lynsey Butler who does work experience at 
easipetcare. 

She added: “I lead a team who care for all 
the injured and orphaned animals such as 
hedgehogs, squirrels, pigeons, foxes, owls 
and badgers.

I know first-hand how much 
the charity relies on donations, so to lose 
the money our customers had kindly put in 
the tin is devastating.”

Pub could be rebuilt 


after demolition error

The Royal Oak in Leatherhead could be 
rebuilt after being wrongly demolished 
in November 2017. 

After demolition work began, Mole 
Valley Council enforcement officers 
were sent to the site and could not per¬ 
suade the contractor to stop. 

They decided they could not serve 
a Temporary Stop Notice, despite a 
change in the law in May last year that 
requires planning permission for the 
demolition of pubs. 

In January, a resident gave the coun¬ 
cil evidence an officer knew about the 
rule change - contrary to what officers 


had told the public. 

The council held a scrutiny meeting 
on Wednesday, March 13, to discuss the 
lessons learnt from the mistakes. 

Council chief executive Karen 
Brimacombe told councillors: “Most 
of all, I think we want to recognise 
that we didn’t get this right, we could 
have done better, and we are sincerely 
sorry” 

The council has instructed lawyers to 
give their opinion on whether produc¬ 
ing a notice requiring the pub being 
rebuilt would be suitable. 

Ms Brimacombe said a response is 
expected next week.

The dad and his son had got 
off a bus on the left hand side of 
the ring road and had ignored a 
pelican crossing just 30 
yards away to cross two lanes of 
traffic. 

The trouble is, as is often the 
case in the morning, the first 
lane of traffic was at a standstill 
so they crossed between the 
stationary cars. But the second 


lane was free moving cars, vans 
and trucks, which take advantage 
of the open lane and scoot on. 

You could argue the van driver 
might have been going slower, 
although I have no reason to be¬ 
lieve he was breaking the speed 
limit, so whilst he might have 
anticipated the danger better he 
couldn’t really be blamed. 

The authorities have installed 
a crossing so the fact that 90 per 
cent of bus passengers choose 
to ignore it surely highways 
teams can’t be blamed.

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MARY MAGDALENE (12A): A woman’s most cher¬ 
ished asset, her reputation, is at the mercy of jeal¬ 
ous, controlling men in director Garth Davis’s revi¬ 
sionist religious drama, which attempts to wash away 
the stains of ill repute from Jesus’ devoted disciple 
(Rooney Mara). Co-written by Helen Edmundson and 
Philippa Goslett, Mary Magdalene quietly trades in 
solemnity, echoing the current battle for parity waged 
by the Me Too and Time’s Up movements through 
the eyes of a misunderstood heroine at odds with 
the suffocating conventions of her time. “I’m not sure 
that what happens to a woman is of much account 
here,” laments Mary, who is portrayed as a much- 
abused feminist trailblazer rather than the repentant 
prostitute depicted in western art and literature. As a 
handsomely crafted sermon about spiritual awaken¬ 
ing and sacrifice, the film preaches to the art house 
masses with aplomb. Awomen. Unfortunately, we ob¬ 
serve the title character from such a safe, reverential 
distance, it’s hard to connect with her on an emo¬ 
tional level beyond her soporific words. 

PETER RABBIT (PG): The subterranean thumping 
you can hear throughout Will Gluck’s family-friendly 
adventure isn’t Beatrix Potter’s eponymous floppy¬ 
eared creation (voiced by James Corden) and his 
anthropomorphic clan as they bound excitedly 
around their warren. It’s the author spinning in her 
grave as characters are merchandised for quick 
and easy laughs using the same digital trickery that 
transplanted the fun-loving Smurfs to the present 
day. Peter Rabbit buries the sweet, simple charm 
of Potter’s beautifully illustrated books, which were 
first published at the turn of the 20th century, and 
unearths a brash and brazen battle between country 
and city, laden with pop culture references includ¬ 
ing a litter of nods to the Oscar-winning 1995 film 
Babe. Young audiences won’t care about the dispar¬ 
ity between Potter’s elegant source material and the 
film’s emotionally manipulative script. To them, what 
matters is that the four-legged protagonists are unde¬ 
niably cute and impeccably realised with state-of-the- 
art computer effects that seamlessly meld technical 
wizardry and live action. 

GRINGO (15): An honourable man abandons his 
moral compass to turn the tables on his corrupt em¬ 
ployers, and unwittingly spins himself into a quag¬ 
mire of deceit and betrayal, in Nash Edgerton’s 
frenetic comedy thriller. Co-written by Anthony Tam- 
bakis and Matthew Stone, Gringo employs a frac¬

tured chronology to chart a bungled kidnapping in 
Mexico that might have been masterminded by the 
tearful victim (David Oyelowo). Appearances are 
deceptive throughout Edgerton’s breathless caper, 
and as voyeurs, our limited enjoyment comes from 
attempting to second guess how abrasive characters 
will double-cross one another in the name of greed 
and ambition. Some of these hairpin twists are pre¬ 
dictable so director Edgerton distracts us from the 
script’s manifold shortcomings with breathless ac¬ 
tion sequences and self-consciously offbeat comic 
interludes. Oyelowo’s sympathetic and sporadically 
heartfelt portrayal is the glue that prevents the pic¬ 
ture from falling apart. 

WALK LIKE A PANTHER (12A): First-time writer- 
director Dan Cadan tries, and sadly fails, to re¬ 
capture the glory of a bygone wrestling era in the 
Yorkshire-set comedy Walk Like A Panther. The film’s 
overly sentimental heart is in the right place, bring¬ 
ing together a homegrown cast for a tale of triumph 
against adversity and unerring community spirit that 
faintly echoes the emotional beats of The Full Mon¬ 
ty. Regrettably, Cadan’s script is all over the place, 
shoe-horning a multitude of malnourished, two-di¬ 
mensional characters and gossamer-thin subplots 
into 108 minutes of dramatic stumbles and romantic 
mismatches. Stephen Graham, Dave Johns and the 
cast give their all, especially in physically demand¬ 
ing sequences, but the faltering script grossly short¬ 
changes everyone. Punchlines face-plant the ground 
with disconcerting regularity. Visual and verbal gags 
that do connect, like a hairdressing salon called 
Spartacuts where customers are greeted with a hale 
and hearty “Hail scissors!”, are notable by their de¬ 
pressing paucity. 

YOU WERE NEVER REALLY HERE (15): Based on 
Jonathan Ames’ novella of the same title, You Were 
Never Really Here is a brutal and unflinching revenge 
thriller, which allows writer-director Lynne Ramsay to 


plumb the murky depths of the human condition on 
the mean streets of modern-day New York. She con¬ 
jures a nightmarish vision of exploitation and degra¬ 
dation behind closed doors that has us biting our 
nails down to the cuticles, seen through the eyes of 
a traumatised war veteran (Joaquin Phoenix), who is 
hired to rescue a teenage girl (Ekaterina Samsonov) 
from sex slavery. 

It is a masterclass in tightly coiled suspense. Phoe¬ 
nix delivers a fearless and, at times, heartbreaking 
performance as a broken man, whose quest for re¬ 
demption seems to be leading him down the road to 
hell. Ramsay captures her protagonist’s nightmarish 
and woozy odyssey in a clinical, unfussy manner that 
sends trickles of cold sweat down the spine. 

RED SPARROW (15): Jennifer Lawrence gives all of 
herself, physically and emotionally, to the demanding 
title role of this white-knuckle espionage thriller torn 
from the pages of Jason Matthews’ award-winning 
novel, about an injured prima ballerina, who is con¬ 
scripted into an elite Russian spy programme under 
the auspices of patriotism. The Oscar winner ex¬ 
poses every inch of her body in scenes of masterful 
seduction and sickening subjugation, including mul¬ 
tiple sexual assaults and stomach-churning bouts of 
torture. It’s certainly not a film for the squeamish, the 
camera lingers on the aftermath of snapped bones 
and one sadistic sequence involving a skin grafting 
device is the stuff of nightmares. Lawrence weathers 
these bone-crunching blows, then shatters her char¬ 
acter’s soul to smithereens when she thinks no-one 
is looking, in the service of a tightly woven narrative, 
threaded with betrayal and daring double-crosses. 
Unravelling the mysteries of director Francis Law¬ 
rence’s puzzle picture is nail-biting.

Do your research: The surest way to 
ensure your move is stress-free is to book 
an experienced, reliable removals firm. 

A reputable team of removers will have 
seen and done every kind of move in its 
time and will know how to handle any 
unforeseen hiccups on the day. Before 
you book a firm, check out the reviews 
on Google or Trustpilot. Ask if the firm is 
registered with BAR (British Association of 
Removers) - a good sign of a top-quality 
service - and check whether its staff are 
trained employees rather than temporary 
agency staff. A company should always 
visit your home to give you a quote, and 
provide a single point of contact to look 
after the move from start to finish. 

Get a written guarantee of your 
moving date: There can be serious 
consequences if you don’t move out of 
your old house on time, so making sure 
your remover turns up on the correct 
day is generally the biggest single cause 
of stress. Ask your firm for a written 
guarantee of your moving date.

Make smart use of storage: If you’re 
buying bulky furniture for your new home, 
you can avoid cluttering up your old 
house - or going for weeks without sofas 
and beds in the new one - by having 
your purchases delivered direct to storage 
before your move.

Pack smart: Your removal firm should be 
able to supply you with all the boxes and 
materials you need.

If you have complex 
electrical set-ups for hifi or computer 
systems, take photos of the cables and 
wiring so you can quickly recreate them in 
your new home. 

Pack a special moving day box: Think 
about the things you’ll need straight away 
and pack them in a special box marked 
‘open first’: bedding, towels, kettle and 
mugs, phone chargers, basic crockery, 


and so on. You might also want to load 
this box into your car rather than onto the 
lorry. Also include a selection of lightbulbs, 
cleaning materials and a few basic tools 
(screwdrivers, hammer, alien key, pliers) to 
help you with any little practical jobs that 
might need doing straight away. 

Hire cleaners: This is especially 
useful if you’re moving out of rented 
accomodation. If you can set aside a bit of 
your budget to hire a professional cleaning 
service you’ll save yourself labour, time, 
stress and will reduce the risk of losing 
any of your deposit. Many removers offer 
cleaning services so ask them for a quote 
when you book. 

Book an unpacking service: A good 
professional removals firm will offer 
a comprehensive unpacking service, 
which can even include putting clothes in 
wardrobes, plugging in white goods and 
hanging pictures. At the very least, it will 
put all your boxes in the correct rooms, 
so show your removal team around the 
new house when you arrive. A top tip is to 
use a colour-code: stick different coloured 
Post-it notes on your boxes and on the 
doors of the corresponding rooms. That 
will save you a lot of heavy lifting.

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.
